REBEL AND WRECKER 

‘fo Glading, master mind in, the 
underground ooctivilics of Com- 
munists in this country, Williams and 
Whomack owe their downfall. 

- L-can- reveal for. the first tlme.the 
full extent of Glading's career. 

For more than 14 years he has 
been an important personality in the 
British section of the Communist In- 
ternational. 

His first really; blg job was under- 
taken in 1924: He was sent us 
special emissary to explore the possi- 
pillty of developing revolutionary 
agitation In India, 

He arrived in India carly in 1925 
as "Mr, Cochrane,” and at a seeret 
meeting In Amsterdam on July 11-12, 
1925, he gave a report of his visit. 
Later, persons with whom he 
as¢oclated in India were convicted in 
the Meerut conspiracy trial—for 
conspiracy against the King-Em-~ 


peror. 

After his Indlan adventure Glad- 
ing. devoted himself to industrial 
agitation in Britain, particularly 
among cengincers. Probably about 
this time he turned bls mind toward 
the possibility of espionage, for hc— 
for the second time—obtained a job 
ns an engincer at Woolwich Arsenal, 
He wus dismissed In October 1928. 
LINK WITH SABOTEURS 

All through 1932 he was concern- 


ed with the scerct printing and dls-. 


tribution of an illegal and scditlous 
Communist paper, the Soldiers 
Voice, 

In mid-May, a year later, he wns 
put In charge of a campaign for 
establishing: Communist cells in fac- 
tories in East London. 

By the end of 1934 Glading 

was, with -one exception, the ° 
-most important Communist . in 

Britain—he was os lnk hetween 
the open Communist Party and 
the sinister underground set- 
tlon responsible for esplonage) 
sabotage, and seditious activity 
among the Services. 

“In the spring of 1936 the Com- 
munist Party issued a secret memo- 
randum of instructions ta7al}. these 
who were to take part in. the cam- 

aiyn.to cause trouble In * the de- 
ence industrics; Glading was the 
author of the instructions, which 
were termed, “Arms and the Wor- 
Jeers,” oe

DUAL TRAINING FOR 


OFFICERS 


Naval ratings of the seaman, signal 
and ‘telegrapnist branches ore now 
eiigible to serve os pilots in the Fiect 
Air Arm. This innovu.ion, long 


J deslred by the Admiralty and now 


made possible by the transfer of 
Fleet Air Arm administration control 
to that department, was announced 
recently In Flect. Orders, 

The first entry of 20 rntings, with 
the grade of Able-seaman or Lead- 
ing-seaman, witl start training on 
May 1. The men selected will be 
between’ 21 and 24 yenrs of age. ‘On 
qualification they will be known.as 
»rauing -pilots’—corresponding tothe 
sergeant-pllots of the RAF. 

“ne iniual training period of 12 
months will be spent:on shore fol- 
lowed by cight weeks in an alrcraft- 
carrier, 

- Successful candidates will be ad- 
vaneed to the grade of petty officer 
with substantive pay as such... - 

In addition there will be the fol- 
lowing non-substantive pay per day: 
While under tralning, 2s. Od; on 
qualifying as rating pilots, 5s; air 
duty (non-flying) allowance, Od. - 

Uniform will be that of the seaman 
branch. 

Another announcement stated that, 
following on agreement between the 
Alr Ministry and the Admiralty, 2 
Hmited number of R.A.F. officers 
with short-service commissions are to 
be selected for appointment to similar 
commissions in the Air Branch ‘ot 
the Navy. 


OFFICERS’ SCHEDULE 


The training schedule for officers 
of the Navy’s new ‘Air Branch, the 
first entries té which will begin next 
month, was also announced. 

It will start with three months’ 
preliminary training at Devonport to 
introduce the officers to naval Hving 
conditions, traditions ‘and discipline, 
as well as to _ Warships and naval 
weapons. 

From Devonport the officers will 
be sent to civil and R.A.F. trilning 
schools for 10 months’ instruction in 
flying. 

The next stage will be six months 
of specialised tralning ‘In the tech- 
nical subjects taught to all officers of 
the Fleet Air Arm. 

Having completed his specialised 
training, the Afr Branch Officcr will 
be appointed to a carrier or a catapult’ 
ship at home or abroad, where he 
will perform all flying duties. 


ARMY SCHOOLS FOR 
ee 3.0) 4) 


The Army is to spend £ 1,590,000 
to provide technical training facilities 
for boys. With the advance of 
modern science the composition of 
the Army has changed greatly, 
necessitating the introduction of up-. 
to-date stores, ‘equipment and mech- 
anical vehicles. 

For their maintenance numbers of 
skilled men are needed. This de- 
mand was anticipated 14 yeors ago, 
and_a technical training .school was 
established at Chepstow. Instruction 
has been given to severnl thousand 
boys who have since passed into the 
| Army. 

Further training facilities are now 
necessary if the Army is to be fully 
reerulted with skilled men. The 
proposal now js to build schools in 
various Commands, as follows:

A MAN to whom the 
world owes a great 
debt. died recently at the 
age of 96. His name 1s id- 
ward Hodson Bayley.

HE PUT UP 41,000 

Mr, Bayley Hstened to the tuncs 
and went home humming them— 
unable to get them out of his dhead. 
So impressed was he that he put up 
£1,000 for the production of “The 
Sorcerer." Chappell ond Mcizler 
contributed another £1,000 each, and 
the world heard Gilbert nnd Sullivan 
for the first time. 

As head of Bayleys, Ltd, waggon 

_, bullders, of Newington Causeway, 
SE, Mr, Bayley ‘designed the first 
modern fre escape. It wound up 
and down and there was a_ wire 
-chute in place of the canvus variety 
which was always catching on fire. 

Stil with the iden of saving lives, 
he entered Parliament as Liberal 
member for East Camberwell in 
Glndstone's last Government. His 
plan was to promote a national life~ 
bont service, but although he got 


the support of over 100 MP.s he 
failed. 
FOUNDED ORPHANAGE 

He founded the New, Church 
Orphanage Soclety wwnicn gives 
widows a weekly allowance to kecp 
their homes going. When he wns 
over 90 he still went swimming 
fore breakfast, and until quite re- 
cently was at his office every day. 

He was the oldest living Livery- 
man in the City of London, having 
held that position for 76 years. He 
formed oa Liberal Association at 
Southwark, then ao Conservative 
stronghold, Within a year he had 
secured a membership _ of several 
thousands.

But although the out- 
come was never in doubt, 
the overwhelming majority of 
the vote for the idea of 
“ein reich, cin fuchrer" is a 
little disconcerting to those who 
believed that a considerable pro- 
portion of the Austrian people 
at least did not relish the idea 
of anschluss, Unless one, is 
prepared to believe that by some 
system of intimidation or res- 
traint the plebiscite was con- 
trolled, or that the officials in 
charge have not revealed the 
true result of the poll, it must 
be supposed that Austria indecd 
is pleased, as a whole, with the 
political union with her larger 
neighbour. And because: it 
takes a lively imagination to 
conceive of a system of in- 
timidation or restraint or cor- 
ruption sufficiently efficient to 
escape detection at some point, 
even those who do not like the 
iden of Austro-German unity 
must now prepare to admit that 
Austria is satisfied, has indeed 
got what her majority wanted 
all the time, it seems. Where 
are those thousands of the 
working classes who formerly 
were popularly supposed to hate 
the very name of Nazis? Did 
they, too, vote “yes?” It seems 
they must have done; for out of 
the 48,000,000 who went to the 
polls only a mere 462,000 had 
the temerity to record their un- 
identified opposition. | One’ can- 
not help wondering, however, 
what would have been the re- 
sult of the plebiscite Dr. Kurt 
Schuschnigg had-planned. The 
Berlin allegation was that the 
rules would ‘have prevented 
thousands of Nazis voting at all. 
And, of ‘course, the Jewish 
citizens of Austrin would have 
had the right fo put their marks 
on the ballot-paper. Under Herr 
Hitler’s direction the Jews did 
not have a vote. It seems a 
pity that the “occupation” of 
Austria had to be accomplished 
before this test of public opinion 
was carried out. How much 
more convincing it would have

‘FIXED calendar! What 

splendid visions does the 
phrase summon! Visions of a 
regularised, ° rationalised, 
dardised time-world, in which 
human reagon will have triumph- 
ed over the brute facts — of 
human passion and historical 
prejudice, and in. which the 
shape of things to come will 
have lost half its terror since, we 
will always be sure that, what- 
ever happens, the first day of 
the month will be a Sunday. 

Is such a sane and simple reform 
at Jast within our srasp? 

Hopes of it are premature. We 
deal here with intractable material, 
Mable to defy even the remofmers' 
zeal. : 

It may be that the day has not yet 
dawned when every one of the 
months—-every one of the thirteen 
months!—will have — twenty-cight 
days, as every right-thinking man 
sees it ought to have. It may be that 
even the cowardly compromise by 
which the twelve months are retuin- 
ed in a stundardised form—it may be 
that even this paltry step towards 
the right is denied us. 


HAT is tho difficulty? Why is it 

that civilised man is barred from 
un reform for which common sense 
overwhelmingly argues? The ans- 
wer is, I regret to say, nature, the 
sun. 

The year hag 365 days; the cosmos 
docs not use the decimal system. Now 
365 is a number which cannot be 
divided evenly by seven, the number 
of days in the weck, or by twelve, 
the number of months in the year. 

This fact Imposes an initial dif- 
culty in the task of standardisation. 

It is not the only one. For the yenr 
has not 365 days at all, but, roughly 
speaking, 365 and o quarter, It is 
for this renson that we Interpolated 
u twenty-ninth day in February this 
leap year, More difficulty. More 
confusion. 

Even here the problem does not 
end, For although the year js 305 
days and a= quarter in length, 
roughly speaking, it is In fact 11 
minutes and 14 scconds Jess in strict 
sclentifie faat. 

Ignore those eleven minutes? 

Julius Caesar, who was oa practical 
man, did ignore them when he took 
over the Egyptian calendar and im- 
posed it on the Roman Empire. But 
the result was that the calendar year 
ran ahead of the solar year, the spring 
equinox receded from March 23 to 
March 11, and, if things had been 
allowed to drift for long enough, we 
should have been celebrating the 
fongest day in the month of Decem- 

er. : . 

In the year 1562, therefore, Pope 
‘Gregory took the matter In hand. 
Ho rectified the calculation of Icap 
year, and abolished ten days to make 
his reform effective.
